Half the Burials Not Reported—The True State 
of Affaire—The First Baptist Caurch 
Robbed—Other News Notes; Bte. 
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MACON, Ga., November 23.—[Special.]—Ma- 
con is a very healthy city, in fact it is excell 
ed by no city in the south in this particular, 
Stil), our absurdly small death rate, as pub- 
lished in the weekly health reports, must look 
odd to those who are not acquainted with the 
facts in the caso. 

In the first place, Macon is a small city. The 
corporate limits reach only one mile from the 
court house, making the city proper a little 
more than half the size of the city as it is, 

Beyond Old Fort Hawkins, there is the old- 
est cemetery in Macon. Some of: the old gar- 
rison were buried there, and from that begin- 
ning the old cemetery has gradually extended 
until it pow covers quite an ares of land, 
Here are buried at/least a third, if not more, 
of all the persons that die in Macon. They 
are carried there in hearses, in hacks, wagons, 
wheelbarrows, and even on the shoulders of 
negroes, to sleep in ground that is not so 
costly. 

Beyond the southern limits of the city there 
is anotber burial ground, used almost solely 
by negroes. There they carry many of their 
dead, whose names do not appear on the regis- 


Rosehill and Oakridge, which are practi- 
cally but one cemetery, get their share of the 
burials, and all such are accounted for. The 
others are not accounted for, making half, at 
least, of the deaths in the city of Macon 
that do not appear in our published reports. 

The cemetery at Fort Hawkins lies there in 
the woods, unprotected in any way; the graves 
appearing as the fancy of the 
friends of the ‘person buried 
may select, with no symmetry nor regularit 
atall, And it is spreading year a t 
looks like the authorities might e steps 
toward enclosing this burial ground and mark- 


become a veritable one when somebody 
wants the ground for a field in time to come. 

The one south of Macon is also unprotected, 
and it is only of late that the old cemetery 
near the heart of the city has been eraclosed 
by a fence. 

Macon, as has, been said, is a very healthy 
city, but itis time some mote definite record 
was being published, or at least kept, else it is 
an absurdity to continue to parade our small 
weekly ceath rate before the eyes of a doabt- 
ing world. 


A Hog Thief.

Arrived here his wife put on some of it to boil 
and concealed the remainder, When Williams 
missed the hog his suspicions were aroused as 
to the thief. Patiently he followed the trail, 
found where the hog was butchered, tracked 
the thief on to town, and with the aid of Off- 
cers Jeff Johnson and Allen Jones and Mr. 
Charlton Johnson, located the meat in Wil- 
liams’s house. His wife, Sylla, tried to hide 
tle meat under her dress, but the boys dis- 
covered itand had her arrested. For some 
reacon she was released and today Rider swore 
out a warrant for Bill, who has skipped out, 
ehouldered what was left of the meat and went 
b_ck home.

The Tragic Marder of Stonewall Tondee-The Chase

ELLAVILLE, Ga., November 23.—[Special.] 
Charles Blackman, who was to have been 
‘hanged here on next Friday, for the murder 
of Stonewall Tondee, has gained a respite 
pending an appeal to supreme court, The 
trial of Blackman for the offense took place 
pefore Judge Fort, on the first. of October 


last. 
THE STORY OF THE MURDER. 


This was one of the most astrocious murders 
ever On the night of the 5th 
of Se ber, 1885, Mr. Stonewall J. Tondee 
was clerking for Mr. Jesse Carter of this poe 
About ten o'clock at night some one killed 

by shooting ——e an open door with 
kshot. Investigation developed the fact 
that the party that fired the fatal shot was 
standing in the rear of the store abont fifty 
feet from Mr. Tondee. Thenight was dark 
with occasional showers and as the lamps in 
the store were lit, the assassin had no trouble 
in taking deliberate alm at his victim. Mr, 
Tondee wae peaking a a desk inthe rear of 
the store and immediately in front of the back 
door. Assoon asthe reportof the gun was 
heard Mr. Tondee threw up his and 
shouted, “I’m a dead man,” Ranning oat of 
the store he fell off the steps and died in three 
or four minutes. Itis needless to say this 
quiet little villiage was startled, Excitement 
and consternation was depicted on everyone's 
countenance, Several negroes were in the store 
at the time and search was made. 
THE ESCAPE AND ARREST. 

The assassin run off in an eastern direction 
and slept in the ginhonse of Captain Burton. 
Several persons on seeing the track said it was 
Chazles iackmentirta he has a peculiar foot, 
a peculiarity that fixed the crime upon him. 
He was arrested about eight miles from here 
and claimed that he slept in Sumter county 
the night of the murder. Several witnesses 
testified that Blackman was here on the night, 
and one witness testified that he heared Black- 
man say “that there was one man in Ellayille 
that he would have satisfaction out of this 
night.” Another witness swore that he saw 
him with a gun on the fatal night. Blackman 
on the trial never introduced any testimony 
and never made any effort to account for his 
whereabouts on the night. There is no doubt 
atout his being the guilty man.

Senator Beck's Suggestion. 


One feature of Senator Beck’s speech at
